Reportedly, Mackenzie 
stepped into the role of 
town treasurer in late 
2008 after over two dec- 
ades working in the trea- 
surer’s office. She was 
nominated by then Town 
Manager Michael Caira 
after the original candi- 
date stepped down. 

In a 2008 interview with 
the Lowell Sun, she talks 
about her history with 
Wilmington. 

“I had been doing the 
collector’s stuff for so 
long. I was first hired as 
a junior clerk, but be- 
came assistant collector 
in 1988 and took on the 
responsibilities of the 
deputy collector in 2002.

Patrick's Day celebration, 
as is the Chinatown neigh- 
borhood for their elabo- 
rate Chinese New Year’s 
celebration. 

The same can be said for 
Boston’s well known neigh- 
borhood of The North End. 

The North End is com- 
monly known as “Little 
Italy,” and is the home of

many famous Italian res- 
taurants, bakeries, and 
shops. 

However, it is a fairly un- 
known fact that the North 
End's original immigrant 
settlers were the Irish, fol- 
lowed by the arrival of 
Portuguese and Easterm 
European Jewish immi- 
grant populations. 

It wasn’t until the 1900s 
that the North End was 
settled by Italian immi- 
grants, and despite the fact 
that today the North End 
has a diverse population, it 
is still widely known for its 
Italian background and is 
a destination spot for tour- 
ists and local New Eng- 
landers alike. , 

The love for all that is 
Italian is in full celebration

mode in the North End for 
the rest of the summer as 
this neighbor bursts with 
excitement for many his- 
torically significant, upcom- 
ing cultural events. 

The month of August 
starts off with the St. 
Agrippina di Mineo Feast. 
This festival remembers 
St. Agrippina, a martyr 
who was tortured to death 
and then magically trans- 
ported by a protective 
cloud from Rome to Mineo. 


This four day celebra-. 


tion is held from Aug. 4 to 
7, and includes music, en- 
tertainment and plenty of 
food. Events start daily at 
noon and run until 11 
p.m., concluding on Sun- 
day with a procession 
where her statue is taken 
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from the Chapel and car- 
ried through the streets of 
the North End. 

Aug. 12 to 14 is the cele- 
bration of the Madonna 
Della Cava Feast. 

This feast celebrates the 
13th century story of a 
mute boy that was visited 
in his dreams by Madon- 
na Della Cava. She told 
him where she was bur- 
ied, and that he must find 
her. 

After convincing other 
villagers to help him find 
her, the boy dug up a mas- 
sive stone with the Ma- 
donna's image on it. Once 
the stone was uncovered 


the boy was miraculously 
able to speak. A church 
was erected over the 
stone, and still stands 
there to this day. 

The celebration of the 
Madonna Della Cava takes 
place every August, and 
features entertainment, 
raffles and a procession of 
the Madonna’s image. 

The oldest Italian festi- 
val in Boston is the Fish- 
erman’s Feast, dating 
back to 16th century Si- 
cily. This festival cele- 
brates the hard working 
fishermen of Sicily that 
volunteered their boat, 
time and labor to move 
the large statue of Ma- 
donna del Soccorso (Our 
Lady of Help) from Pa- 
lermo to northern Sicily. 

The Fisherman’s Feast 
runs from Aug. 18 to the 
21, and is one of the most 
popular of the summer 
feasts in the North End. 
The festival is celebrated 
with a blessing of the fish- 
ing waters, followed by 
days filled with entertain- 
ment, activities and food, 
food, and more food! The 
event concludes with a 
procession through the 
streets and the “Flight of 
the Angel” ceremony. 

Aug. 25 through 28 brings 
the celebration of two 
feasts at the same time in 
the North End. 

St. Lucia’s Feast runs 
from the 25th to the 26th; 
this feast remembers Lu- 
cia who, in order to save 
her dying mother, breaks 
off her engagement to be 
married in order to dedi- 
cate herself to God. Lucia 


was badly beaten for defy- 
ing her fiance, and lost 
her eyesight. Her eyesight 
was miraculously return- 
ed to her before her death, _ 
and she has since been 
known as the Protectress 
of Eyesight, and her cele- 
bration coincides every 
year with the Feast of St. 
Anthony. 

St. Anthony is known 
best as the finder of lost 
things and as the patron 
Saint of the poor. He re- 
mains one of the most 
popular and well known 
Saints in the Catholic 
faith, and this four-day 
celebration, which runs 


from Aug. 25 to 28, is the 
largest street festival in 
New England. 

St. Anthony’s Feast fea- 
tures extravagant street 
decorations and displays, 
entertainment, vendors 
and plenty of traditional 
Italian cuisine. The cele- 
bration ends with a grand 
procession with confetti 
and music. 

This August, beat those’ 
mid-summer doldrums 
with the fun and festivities 
of one of the North End's 
famous summer feasts. 
Explore a cultural experi- 
ence like no other, that 
will fill your heart and 
mind with historically sig- 
nificant information of 
Italian culture while you 
fill your belly with some of 
the best food you will ever 
eat.

Reps. Moulton and Escobar introduce ‘Mass Shooter Prosecution Act’ 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Congressman Seth Moul- 
ton and Congresswoman 
Veronica Escobar have 
introduced the “Mass 
Shooter Prosecution Act” 
which would allow U.S. 
law enforcement to pros- 
ecute mass shootings as 
acts of terrorism. It 
would also enable law 
enforcement, in the wake 
of an attack, to uncover 
the broader network that 
supported the attack. 

The current Material 
Support statute enables 
law enforcement to con- 
duct a thorough and ag- 
gressive prosecution of 
an entire terrorist net- 


work. But until now, 
mass shootings are not 
legally deemed as acts of 
terrorism. This effective- 
ly handicaps law en- 
forcement in the wake of 
an attack, giving those 
who provided material 
support to the mass 
shooter the time to cover 
their tracks and plan 
another shooting. 

By prosecuting mass 
shooters as_ terrorists, 
law enforcement will be 
better equipped to target 
and dismantle terrorist 
networks after an attack. 

“The recent shootings 
in Buffalo, Uvalde, and 
Highland Park were no- 


thing short of terrorism. 
The media, the general 
public, even the Presi- 
dent call them that. But 
from a legal standpoint, 
we don’t currently prose- 
cute mass shootings like 
the terrorist attacks that 
they are,” said Congress- 
man Moulton. “My bill 
would not only allow 
mass shooters to be le- 
gally treated like terror- 
ists, but it would also ex- 
pand our ability to prose- 
cute the networks of 
online enablers behind 
these attacks.” 

“My community of El 
Paso was forever chan- 
ged by the actions of a

domestic terrorist fueled 
by white supremacy -the- 
ories,” said Congress- 
woman Escobar. “With 
this legislation, we’re 
giving law enforcement 
the tools they need to fol- 
low through with investi- 
gations into terrorist net- 
works and any individual 
responsible for attacks 
against our communi- 
ties. Proactive policies 
like these are crucial to 
saving lives and prevent- 
ing future shootings.” 
The bill specifically 
stipulates that a mass 
shooting is to be consid- 
ered an act of terrorism 
only if it results in at 


least three fatalities and 
if the shooter uses a 
semi-automatic rifle or 
fully-automatic weapon. 
Such additional meas- 
ures will ensure that the 
statute will not be mis- 
used by law enforcement 
to target traditionally 
overpoliced communities 
with impunity. 

The “Mass Shooter Pro- 
secution Act” also re- 
quires the Department of 
Justice to produce thor- 
ough data reports on the 
arrests made under this 
and related statutes. 
Such reports allow Con- 
gress to exercise its over- 
sight responsibilities and 


ensure the law is being 
implemented in the in- 
tended manner. 

The mass shooters in 
Buffalo, Uvalde, and 
Highland Park all uti- 
lized qualified arms un- 
der this bill. These ter- 
rorist acts took 38 inno- 
cent lives. The Mass 
Shooter Prosecution Act 
would allow law enforce- 
ment to charge these per- 
petrators as federal ter- 
rorists and further help 
law enforcement uncover 
and bring to justice the 
networks that materially 
supported them.

State Senate passes SAVE Students Act 


BOSTON — The Mas- 
sachusetts State Senate 
on. Friday passed An Act 
relative to safety and vio- 
lence education for stu- 
dents, also known as the 
SAVE Students Act, to 
strengthen school safety 
and protect students 
from being harmed. 

To address the issues of 
school violence and teen 
suicide, the bill expands 
violence prevention and 
suicide awareness pro- 
gramming in schools, 
creates an anonymous 
reporting system for tips 
related to student safety 
concerns, and: tasks the 
Department of Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Ed- 
ucation (DESE) with de- 


veloping a model threat 


assessment policy - for 
responding to dangero 
activity. : 
“My heart breaks for 
the tragedies that we 
have seen again and 


_ again in schools across 
our nation — at Uvalde, | 


at Sandy Hook, and at 
Columbine,” said Senate 
President Karen E. Spil- 
ka (D-Ashland). “Equal- 
ly as tragic, but not al- 
ways so visible, are the 
mental health concerns, 
including depression and 
anxiety, that young peo- 
ple are facing. The abili- 
ty of schools to under- 
stand and support the 
mental health needs of 
their students is key to 
tackling these overlap- 


' ping issues. I want to 


thank Senator Finegold 
for his insight into how 
Massachusetts can bet- 
ter address these issues 
and his leadership on 
this bill, and Chairs Rod- 
rigues and Lewis for 
reviewing this bill and 
adding to it.”

mentary tragedy. “We 
are grateful to Senator 


Finegold for doing all - 


he can to make lifesav- 
ing violence prevention 
training available to Mas- 
sachusetts students.” __ 

The SAVE Students Act 
is a response to two con- 
current crises: a school 
shooting crisis and a 


youth mental health cri- 


sis. In the past 25 years, 
over 310,000 students 
have been exposed to gun 
violence during school, 
and more than 185 stu- 


dents, educators and oth- 


er personnel have been 
shot and killed. 

‘In addition, between 
2007- and 2018, suicide 
rates rose by more than 
57 per cent for those 
aged 10 to 24. The SAVE 
Students Act comple- 
ments the Legislature’s 
ongoing efforts on com- 
prehensive gun safety 
and behavioral health 
reforms. 

The SAVE Students Act 
tasks the Executive Of- 
fice of Health and Hu- 
man Services (EOHHS) 
with establishing a 24/7 
crisis center able to re- 
ceive anonymous tips 


_ submitted through a mo- 


bile app, website, or toll- 
free telephone line. The 
anonymous reporting 
program would enable 
students to come for- 
ward safely with tips 


about dangerous or life- 


threatening activity. If 
the department receives 
a credible threat, it will 


work with the relevant 
schools and law enforce- 
ment agencies to ad- 
dress the threat. Many 
other states already 
operate similar report- 
ing programs, which 
have helped prevent sui- 
cide, self-harm, and 
planned school attacks. 

- The bill also couples its 
anonymous _ reporting 
program with accompa- — 
nying educational curric- 
ula to address student 
violence, social isolation, 
and self-harm. EOHHS 
would disseminate pro- 
gram awareness materi- 
als and violence preven- . 
tion trainings to schools, 
with trainings emphasiz- 
ing the importance of 


‘taking threats seriously 


and teaching students 
how to identify warning 
signs. The legislation re- 
quires that the DESE 
publicize lists of avail- 
able social inclusion and: 
suicide awareness pro- 
gramming. Under the 
bill, schools would not be 
mandated to adopt this 
programming but would 
report annually about 
whether they do. These 
reports would help target 
outreach to communities 
that need additional sup- 
port. 

Furthermore, the SAVE 
Students Act requires 
DESE to develop .a 
model threat assessment 
policy for middle and 
high schools. According | 
to the Department of 
Homeland Security, four 
out of five students who 
perpetrate school shoot- 
ings give prior indica- 
tions that they intend to 
do so. DESE’s model po- 
licy would guide schools 
to have specific proto- 
cols for identifying and 
intervening against po- 
tentially dangerous situ- 
ations, in collaboration 
with other community 
stakeholders. 

Having passed the 
Senate, the SAVE Stu- 
dents Act will now go on 
to the House of Rep- 
resentatives for further 
consideration.

The passing of legendary 
Celtics player Bill Russell 
brought up memories of a 
time when the Boston 
Celtics dominated the NBA, 
with Russell’s Celtics win- 
ning 11 of 13 championships 
(and Russell himself never 
losing in a game 7 - or any 
elimination game for. that 
matter). 

His passing also re- 
minded people of a time 
when Boston, and many of 
its surrounding communi- 
ties, wasn’t so welcoming to 
people who looked like Rus- 
sell. While much changed in 
the past 60 years, instances, 
like when a racial slur was 
hurled at former Baltimore 
Orioles center fielder Adam 
Jones at Fenway Park a few 
years ago, show that much 
work still needs to be done. 

To that extent, local com- 
munities like Tewksbury and 
Winchester, have organiza- 
tions specifically devoted to 
ensuring their communities 
are inclusive, open and wel- 
coming to all people 
whether Black, Asian, His- 
panic, gay, lesbian, bisexual 
or transgender. 

Tewksbury recently cre- 
ated a Diversity, Equity and 
Inclusion Committee while 
Winchester has the Network 
for Social Justice (formerly 
known as the Multicultural 
Network). Both groups seek 
to keep their community di- 
verse while also responding 
to the needs of the minority 
communities that live within 
each town. 

Just last month, the Net- 
work for Social Justice 
unveiled their Lived Experi- 
ence survey they hope will 
help Winchester better un- 
derstand and respond to is- 
sues facing minority 
communities in town, espe- 
cially as it relates to dis- 
crimination. 

According to Liora Nor- 
wich, Executive Director of 
the Network for Social Jus- 
tice, the Massachusetts 
Human Rights Coalition de- 
veloped the survey back in 
the fall of 2019. In 2020, the 
Town of Needham began 
using the survey to better 
understand people’s experi- 
ence with discrimination. 

Norwich said the survey 
would advance the town’s 
human rights statement, 
help the town understand 
community concerns re- 
garding discrimination, and 
provide data to understand 
who is being marginalized. 

(The town’s Human 
Rights Statement says that 
“Winchester is a community 
that is grounded in respect 
for every individual, and 
therefore protects all resi- 
dents, employees, business 
owners, students and visi- 
tors in the employment and 
exercise of human and civil 
rights. It is town policy to 
ensure equal treatment and 
opportunity to all individu- 
als regardless of race, gen- 
der, gender _ identity, 
ethnicity, religion, ideology, 
socio-economic status, 
health, sexual orientation, 
age, military status, disabil- 
ity, country of origin or im- 
migration status.”) 

The survey includes two 
sections: demographic infor- 
mation and an incident re- 
port. Norwich said people

Tewksbury 


The Tewksbury Diver- 
sity, Equity, and Inclusion 
committee met to review the 
results of its first ever Diver- 
sity and Inclusion commu- 
nity survey. The survey was 
launched on March 16, 2022. 
The survey, aimed at town 
residents and employees, 
was designed by the com- 
mittee to learn more about 
experiences and perceptions 
in the community relating to 
diversity, equity and inclu- 
sion. The 32 question-survey 
took 10-12 minutes to com- 
plete, and asked residents 
and employees to consider 
their experiences with 
schools, town offices, events, 
and across the community. 

The purpose of the sur- 
vey was to collect data for 
town leadership necessary 
for community improve- 
ments, informational oppor- 
tunities, and focal areas, 
according to the town web- 
site. The survey was avail- 
able online and in paper 
form at town offices and the 
Tewksbury Public Library 
and responses were anony- 
mous. Approximately 300 
people responded to the sur- 
vey, mostly _ residents, 
though some persons identi- 
fied themselves as working 
in the town. 

Chairperson Jayne Well- 
man invited 
community/economic devel- 
opment planner Alexandra 
Lowder to the meeting to re- 
view the results and assist 
the committee in analysis. 
Using demographic filters, 
the committee was able to 
see responses through a va- 
riety of angles, such as iden- 
tifying gender, age, religion, 
and race. Segments were 
viewed at a high level, and 
the committee expected to 
segment the data with Low- 
der’s help at a later time to 
conduct a more detailed 
analysis. 

While many respondents 
to the survey felt that 


Tewksbury was an inclusive 
community in aggregate, as 
filters were applied, it 
seemed that the town did 
have some respondents in 
specific categories that were 


not as comfortable with feel- 
ing welcomed in the com- 
munity. Member Mason 
Dunn encouraged the com- 
mittee to use an “intersec- 
tional lens” as they analyze

the results, taking into ac- 
count the perspectives of the 
various respondents. 

Some questions provided 
the ability. to write addi- 
tional comments and most

A great debut in Holly- 
wood can be a blessing and 
a curse. Once you knock it 
out of the park like Jordan 
Peele did with "Get Out," 
which captured the zeitgeist 
so perfectly within the 
framework of a greatly en- 
tertaining thriller, home 
runs become the standard, 
not the exception.

people to the studio, to the 
theaters, to the audience. It 
can be a scary place for a 
filmmaker to exist — that is 
if the filmmaker cares 
about, or agrees with, the 
noise. 

So it is fitting that Peele, 
who is living the dream and 
nightmare, made "Nope" 
about just that. Kaluuya and 
Keke Palmer play OJ and 
Em Haywood, a brother and 
sister who are descended 
from the unnamed, uniden- 
tified jockey riding the 
horse in Eadweard Muy- 
bridge's "first-ever motion 
picture." They have had, 
they say, skin in the game 
since the dawn of movies. 

Drawing on this legacy, 
their father (Keith David) 
built a successful business 
as a Hollywood horse wran- 
gler, which OJ attempts to 
carry on after his death. 
Em, though the more 
charismatic offspring, is 
less invested in the reality 
of maintaining ranch full of 
horses. She's interested 
when the costumed cowboy 
Ricky (Steven Yeun), a for- 
mer child sitcom actor with 
a theme park dude ranch 
down the road, offers to buy. 

It is part UFO thriller, 
part commentary on Holly- 
wood and partly about the 
insanity of filmmaking it- 
self. There are self-con- 
scious nods to "Close 
Encounters of the Third 
Kind" and "Signs." Movie

and pop culture references 
are everywhere, from the di- 
alogue to the vintage crew 
hats and shirts everyone in 
town wears, like the bright 
orange "Scorpion King" 
sweatshirt OJ wears during 
the climactic showdown. — 

Peele sets. an ominous 
mood immediately with a 
thread about a_ sitcom 
chimp who goes berserk. 
But his main set is in the 
rolling hills of Southern Cal- 
ifornia's inland ranches, 
which he and cinematogra- 
pher Hoyte van Hoytema 
("Dunkirk") rightfully can- 
not get enough of. It is fit- 
ting that the UFO only 
seems to appear at magic 
hour. 

As in "Us," "Nope" offers 
an exciting set-up and lots of 
big, disparate ideas about 
legacy and perfection, the 
pursuit of the impossible 
shot, mythologies and 
trauma. But, also as in 
"Us," those elements don't 
quite coalesce in satisfying 
or revelatory ways. 

And yet, "Nope" is still 
an entertaining world to be 
in for two hours as OJ and 
Em try to document the 
wild, unexplainable specta- 
cle in the clouds. They want 
to get "the Oprah shot" — 
the picture that will have a 
life outside of the dark cor- 
ners of the internet.

WILMINGTON - During 
its 50-plus year history, 
the Pan Mass Challenge 
has helped a countless 
number of people in their 
battle against cancer.

This is the first time that 
Lozzi will be riding in the 
Wellesley Century Ride, 
having done the 50-mile 


ride the previous two 
years. The Wellesley 
Century is a 100-mile ride 
which starts and finishes 
at Babson College. 

“It starts a Babson 
College and heads south 
to Gillette Stadium, then 
further south to some 
place called Dighton, 
which might be _ in 
Jersey,” Lozzi joked. “And 
then back north to Babson 
again. It will be a long 
day!” 

But it will be a long day 
that Lozzi is very much 
looking forward to, as he 
will be riding as captain 
of Team Slalom. Lozzi, 


who works for Slalom & 


Consulting in Boston, was 
hoping to find a few 
employees who would join 
him on his ride. Instead, 
the response was over- 
whelming. 

“This year I am very 
excited to be not only rid- 
ing in the PMC but also a 
captain of a new team! 
My company, (Slalom), 
graciously agreed to spon- 
sor a new team this year,” 
Lozzi said. . “I was excited 
at the opportunity to cre- 
ate a four or five person 
team from our Boston 
office. Instead, I have 19 
others riding alongside 
me. Our team is 20 riders 
strong raising over $50,000 
for cancer research! I am 
still blown away by the 
response in my office and 
among my colleagues. I 
look forward to seeing 
many of them along the 
route this year as well!” 

And Lozzi will be well 
prepared to make the 100- 
mile trek. While a ride 
like that isn’t easy for 
anybody, Lozzi is more 
ready than most to make 
the ride, as he is an avid 
cyclist, who has put in 
many hours of training to 
prepare for Sunday’s 
event. Lozzi, however, 
still poked a little fun at 
himself and his racing 
ability. 

“My sport is cycling, but 
I've only been riding for 
about four years. Before 
this, my sport was hiking, 
and only did that maybe a 
handful of times a year,” 
Lozzi said. “Sadly, there's 
still a lot of weight on my 
saddle, which makes 
going up hills real tough, 
but down hills real fast. 
One would think all this 
cycling would help me 
lose weight, but some- 
where along the line, 
someone reminded me my 
diet matters too. One 
thing at a time!” 

But all kidding aside, 
Lozzi has most definitely 
put in the time and effort 
in his training to have him 
well equipped for the long 
ride. While he is pretty 
self motivated as it is, 
knowing what he riding 
for can also help give him 
a little extra push if nec- 
essary. 

"J thoroughly enjoy 
cycling, being on the road, 
whipping around traffic 
(safely), and exploring 
our neighboring towns

and areas. I'm out on the 
road at least three times a 


week, putting in 30+ miles © 


a ride,” Lozzi said. “I also 
enjoy the destinations; 
riding somewhere new to 
explore it from the bike 
instead of a car. My 
favorite rides so far have 
been from Lynnfield to 
Nahant to Beverly (about 
50 miles) and from 
Amesbury to Ogunquit 
Maine (90 miles). 

“My training year after 
year continues to 
improve. I have been aver- 
aging longer and faster 
rides this year than ever 
before. It's exciting to see 
markable improvements 
in something you're work- 
ing. hard at. I'm happy 
that through my hard 
work leading up to the 
PMC ride, I'm able to con- 
fidently sign up and ride 
100 miles and raise even 
more money for cancer 
research.” 

And on race day, if Lozzi 
is looking for even more 
of a push to get through 
those tough miles, the 
support along the route 
will give him all he needs, 
something he discovered 
first hand during last 
year’s ride. 

“I started two years ago, 
right at the start of the 
pandemic. My first ride 
was fun, but there were no 
crowds, no events. Our 
team met in Gillette and I 
rode 50 miles with a few 
teammates,” Lozzi said. 
“Last year, there were 
people on the streets, and 
there were crowds at the 
start and finish, lines. It 
was a very different 
event. There's amazing 
energy when you're in a 
crowd all cheering for the 
same thing, all with the 
same goals and focus. 

“Along the route, we see 
signs cheering us on, and 


every so often you see 
signs that say "thank you, 
I'm here because of you". 
It's heavy, but it's real. 
This is why I ride, to give 
hope and life to those on 
death's door. Seeing that 
motivates me greatly, and 
makes this ride, and my 
training, so much easier 
to do.” 

Lozzi is a Melrose native 
but has been living in 
Wilmington for the past 11 
years, along with his wife 
Heather, a Wilmington 
native, and their four chil- 
dren. While the support 
from strangers along the 
route has been an awe- 
some experience for 
Lozzi, it is nothing com- 
pared to the joy he gets 
from the support of his 
wife and family. 

“For the last two years, 
my family came out and 
supported me the whole 
day. My wife volunteered 
to follow riders around, 
giving water and snacks 
as needed. I was able to 
see my children and my 
wife at the halfway point 
and celebrate with them 
about how well the ride 
was going,” Lozzi said. 
“Then there at the finish 
line, they are the loudest 
they could ever be! It's 
incredible hearing my 
family cheer me on. I look 
forward to hearing them 
again this year! 

“My wife is my biggest 
supporter and fan. 
Without her love and sup- 
port, I wouldn't be able to 
train as much as I do. 
She's awesome.” 

Lozzi also wanted to 
thank several others who 
have helped him along the 
way in his training for 
Sunday’s big event. 

“I want to give a big 
shout out to my team- 
mates from Slalom for 
joining me on my longer

rides and training along- 
side me. Having a riding 
partner makes the long 
rides so much easier,” 
Lozzi said. “I also wanted 
to give a special thank 
you to Shiang-Yu. He is an 
amazing athlete «and 
cyclist. He has helped me 
improve my cycling in 
many ways, through 
selecting hardware, 
ergonomics on the bike, 
thinking through hydra- 
tion and energy, and moti- 
vation up the big hills. 
This has been a tremen- 
dous year in my cycling 
efforts, many thanks to 
Shiang-Yu.” 

Lozzi also wanted to 
thank all of those who 
have contributed to his 
fundraising efforts. this 
year. 

“This year, we've made 
some great progress and 
are almost there. I am 
still shy of my $4,000 goal, 
but I am confident I'll 
make it. I've been harass- 
ing, I mean, encouraging 
my social media connec- 
tions to donate for months 
now,” Lozzi joked. “I 
share my training updates 
frequently and ask for 
donations. We _ recently 
had a great fundraiser 
dinner with Red Heat 
Tavern in Wilmington and 
Tavern in the Square in 
Burlington. It's encourag- 
ing to have local business- 
es that I love and frequent 
support us, it means a 
lot.”

Wilmington Northeast Baseball team stings the Hornets

NORTH READING -- 
When it mattered most, 
the Northeast Wilmington 
baseball team hit its 
stride, winning two of 
three down the stretch.

This summer baseball ° 


season was, at times, 
chaotic. In recent years, 
the Northeast League, 
which has been in exis- 
tence since 1969, was com- 
prised of as many as 12 
teams.

Baker-Polito Administration launches common 
application for MassHealth and food benefits 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration an- 
nounced that residents 
can now easily initiate a 
Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program 
(SNAP) application when 
applying for or renewing 
their MassHealth benefits 
online. This option will 
improve customer experi- 
ence by streamlining the 
process to apply for SNAP 
benefits while residents 
are already submitting in- 
formation needed to de- 
termine their healthcare 
eligibility benefits. 

“The Administration, in 
partnership with commu- 
nity and health care or- 
ganizations, and the legis- 
lature, is committed to 
ensuring that Massa- 
chusetts residents have 
equitable, timely and effi- 
cient access to health, 
economic and food securi- 
ty benefits,” said Secre- 
tary of Health and Human 


Services Marylou Sud- 
ders. “This initiative is 
another vital step to inte- 
grating and modernizing 
access to public benefit 
programs and ensuring 
there is no wrong door for 
residents to access assis- 
tance.” 

Through this _ option, 
when members opt in 
through the application or 
renewal process, Mass 
Health will securely 
transmit applicant infor- 
mation to the Department 
of Transitional Assistance 
(DTA) to initiate a resi- 
dent’s SNAP application. 
DTA will then reach out to 
the individual to capture 
any additional required 
information needed to 
complete the SNAP appli- 
cation. This streamlined 
process will create an 
opportunity to reduce the 
gap between those on 
MassHealth and_ those 
potentially eligible for 


SNAP (known as _ the 
“SNAP gap”) among cur- 
rent MassHealth mem- 
bers. 

“MassHealth is dedicat- 
ed to ensuring our mem- 
bers receive all the bene- 
fits they qualify for and is 
working to ensure that the 
process for accessing 
these benefits is stream- 
lined,” said Assistant 
Secretary for MassHealth 
Amanda Cassel Kraft.

Baker signs legislation to protect | 
reproductive health care 


BOSTON — Governor 
Charlie Baker signed 
legislation to further 
protect access to repro- 
ductive health care 
services in Massachu- 
setts following the Su- 
preme Court’s decision 
overturning Roe v. Wade. 

The legislation codi- 
fies several measures 
that were first included 
in an Executive Order 
issued by Governor Ba- 
ker in the hours follow- 
ing the Supreme Court’s 
decision last month. 
The law also adopts sev- 
eral new or expanded 
measures to protect ac- 
cess to reproductive 
health services in the 
Commonwealth. 

All the protections in 
the bill apply equally to 
reproductive and gen- 
der-affirming health 
care services provided 
or accessed in the Com- 
monwealth. 

“Massachusetts _—__re- 
mains steadfast in its 
commitment to protect 
access to reproductive 
health care services, 
especially in the after- 
math of the Supreme 
Court’s decision over- 
turning Roe v. Wade,” 
said Governor Baker. 
“The Court’s decision 
has major consequences 
for women across the 
country who live in 
states with limited ac- 
cess to these services, 
and our administration 
took quick action in the 
hours following that de- 
cision by issuing an Ex- 
ecutive Order to protect 
access here in the 
Commonwealth. This 
new legislation signed 
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Vacation Stop 
or Restart Subscription 


today builds on that ac- 
tion by protecting pa- 
tients and _ providers 
from legal interference 
from more restrictive 
laws in other states. We 
are grateful for the 
compromise and dedica- 
tion to the issue that our 
legislative colleagues 
demonstrated to make 
this important, biparti- 
san law a reality.” 

“In the aftermath of 
the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision overturning Roe 
v. Wade, it’s critical that 
we in Massachusetts af- 
firm that our state will 
continue to ensure ac- 
cess to reproductive 
health care services,” 
said Lt. Governor Kar- 
yn Polito. “The new pro- 
tections in this law build 
on the steps our admin- 
istration took last 
month and our shared 
bipartisan work to pro- 
tect access to these ser- 
vices. We appreciate the 
opportunity to work 
with the Legislature to 
provide these important 
safeguards.” 

“Like so many others, 
I was devastated by 
this extremist Supreme 
Court’s decision to over- 
turn the rights en- 
shrined in Roe v. Wade. 
I am very proud that, 
with the signing of this 
legislation, Massachu- 
setts will continue to be 
a national leader in pro- 
tecting and defending 
the rights of our resi- 
dents and of those peo- 
ple who come here seek- 
ing access to health 
care," said Senate Pre- 
sident Karen E. Spilka. 
"Pregnant people, trans 


people, and all people 
must be allowed to 
make their own health 
care decisions in consul- 
tation with their physi- 
cian without fear. Our 
fight to protect the 
rights and dignity of our 
residents cannot end 
today, however, and so 
the Senate will continue 
to explore ways to up- 
hold our fundamental 
rights. I am grateful to 
my colleagues in the 
Senate who stood to- 
gether to act quickly 
and decisively on this 
issue, to Speaker Ma- 
riano and the House of 
Representatives, and to 
Governor Baker for his 
quick action as well." 
“In the aftermath of 
the Supreme Court’s 
decision to ignore near- 
ly 50 years of judicial 
precedent and overturn 


Roe v. Wade, and as 


states across the coun-

stages of their pregnan- 
cy, have never been 
more important. I want 
to thank all my col- 
leagues in the House, as 
well as our partners in 
the Senate and in 
the Administration, for 
their commitment to 
protecting a woman’s 
right to choose, and for 
the hard work and coop- © 
eration that ultimately 
facilitated the passage 
of this legislation.” 

The new law protects 
patients and providers 
from legal interference 
when they are engaged 
in accessing or provid- 
ing reproductive and 
gender affirming health 
care services that are 
legally protected in 
Massachusetts. The law 
also codifies several 
protections that Gov- 
ernor Baker put in place 
by Executive Order last 
month to prohibit the 
Commonwealth from as- 
sisting with other 
states’ investigations or 
legal proceedings re- 
garding health care 
services that may be 
restricted in other 
states. The law also in- 
cludes requirements for 
insurers to cover repro- 
ductive health care ser- 
vices, provisions ad- 
dressing abortions per- 
formed at 24 weeks or 
later and measures that 
expand access to con- 
traception across the 
Commonwealth.

WILMINGTON — During 
the Tuesday night Planning 
Board meeting, a number 
of public hearings were 
continued and closed re- 
garding various construc- 
tion projects across town. 

The board first approved 
a.site plan review waiver 
for 65 Industrial Way on 
behalf of AT&T. Director of 
Planning and Conservation 
Valerie Gingrich provided 
context that AT&T had pro- 
posed a 1-for-1 antenna re- 
placement for a total of 
nine antennas. 

Attorney Robert Peterson 
Sr. offered comments on the 
revised plans for 225 Ando- 
ver St., relative to a site 
plan review, stormwater 
management permit, park- 
ing relief special permit, 
and groundwater protection 
district special permit. He 
shared that the applicant 
added a lighting plan and 
moved the security gate per 
the suggestions of the town 
engineer. 

Gingrich responded that all 
of the town’s comments had

been addressed or turned 
into draft conditions. She ex- 
plained some of the nonstan- 
dard conditions, such as 
lighting kept completely on 
the property and storage lim- 
itations. The board accepted 
the conditions as drafted. 

The applicant for Eagle- 
view Drive requested the 
public hearing be contin- 
ued until September, so the 
board voted to continue 
and extend the action dead- 
line relative to a subdivi- 
sion and stormwater man- 
agement permit. 

The board also accepted 
the conditions for 30 Upton 
Drive’s site plan review and 
stormwater management 
permit as drafted after also 
opening and closing the 
public hearing for the 
groundwater protection dis- 
trict special permit. The 
representative for the proj- 
ect said that they didn’t 
have any updates. 

Gingrich noted that the

also asked the applicant in 
the draft decisions to clear- 
ly show the property bound- 
aries and make sure that 
light doesn’t go beyond the 
boundary line. 

For the Cross Street site 
plan review, stormwater 
management permit, ground- 
water protection district 
special permit, inclusionary 
housing special permit, and 
multi-family special permit, 
Attorney Robert Peterson 
Jr. delivered updates on 
behalf of his client. He men- 
tioned the applicant addres- 
sing concerns from a previ- 
ous meeting with the town 
planner and engineer and 
outcomes pending a Con- 
servation Commission hear- 


' ing the next day. 


The board continued the 
public hearing for this proj- 
ect to September and ex- 
tended the action deadline. — 

The board then reviewed 
several Board of Appeals 
cases and provided positive 
recommendations for 9 


Gowing Road and 11 Com- 
monwealth Ave. 

The Gowing Road proper- 
ty sought a special permit 
from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals due to increasing 
the variant. For 11 Com- 
monwealth Ave., the appli- 
cant sought relief from the 
requirement to be on the 
town map instead of seek- 
ing approval to be added to 
the map at Town Meeting. 

Gingrich also discussed 
100-104 West Street’s status 
with the Board of Appeals. 
She shared that TEC peer 
reviewed the project for 
traffic, civil engineering, 
and stormwater. They’d be 
meeting on Aug. 10 with the 
applicant to discuss the 
comments sent to them by 
the town and hopefully have 
revised plans ahead of the 
September Planning Board 
meeting. 

The board quickly en- 
dorsed the plans for site 
plan review, stormwater 
management permit, and 
parking relief special per- 
mit at 278 Lowell St.; 81G 


and stormwater manage- 
ment permit at 11 Common- 
wealth Ave.; site plan re 
view and stormwater man- 
agement permit at 910 Sa- 
lem St.; site plan review for 
773 Salem St.; and site plan 
review and stormwater 
management permit for 
100-110 Fordham Road. 

They also approved the 
draft conditions for a site 
plan review, stormwater 
management permit, and 
parking relief special per- 
mit for 278 Lowell St. 

Lastly, Gingrich provided 
updates on ongoing con- 
struction on Darby Lane 
and the proposal for 79 
Nichols St. She described a 
letter that her department 
sent to the developer on 
Darby Lane after the police 
department confirmed that 
machines had been started 
on the construction site 
before 7 a.m. 

The letter reminded them 
of their requirement to 
comply with the town’s con- 
ditions, otherwise the board 
could file a lawsuit. The 
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response they received said 
that the developers would 
speak with the subcontrac- 
tors. 

A resident in the audience 
asked to confirm that the 
plans had not changed for 
the construction, noting 
that there was another road 
being used which wasn’t 
shown in the plan. Planning 
Board Chair Terri Boland 
suggested that this might be 
an access road used for con- 
struction only and assumed 
it would go away. Gingrich 
agreed that the proposed 
plans would be followed. 

Regarding the project at 79 
Nichols St., Gingrich re- 
ported that MassHousing 
asked the applicant to revise 
their plans from the four sin- 
gle-family buildings and 
larger four-story building, 
and they submitted a revised 
plan of 12 total units. She 
said she would be collecting 
comments from town staff 
and the Planning Board 
before passing a letter to the 
Board of Selectmen to send 
to MassHousing. 

The next Planning Board 
meeting is scheduled for 
Sept. 13. 


Residents show concern about proposed Birch Street project

WILMINGTON — The 
public hearing for a pro- 
posed subdivision and 
stormwater management 
permit on Birch Street 
brought a number of resi- 
dents to the Planning Board 
meeting this past Tuesday 
night with environmental 
concerns. 

Attorney Mike Newhouse, 
representing the applicant, 
explained that they were 
planning a 7-unit develop- 
ment on Birch Street, which 
is a dead-end street off of 
Lowell Street. It would in- 
volve reconstructing the ex- 
isting roadway but not cre- 
ating any new cut throughs. 

Luke Roy, the project’s 
civil engineer, showed the 
project plans to the board, 
where each of the new 
seven lots would have a 
minimum of 100 foot of 
frontage to Lowell Street 
and 25,000 sq feet of land. 
They’d continue the existing 
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paved area on Birch Street 
and widen a small portion 
of the street. He also shared 
that the plan included a sys- 
tem to address stormwater 
including a basin area and 
slope. 

Director of Planning and 
Conservation Valerie Ging- 
rich noted that the town 
engineer and the DPW were 
still reviewing the plans and 
would return their com- 
ments before the next meet- 
ing. She sent the applicant a 
comment letter pointing out 
some of the issues that she 
saw. She also mentioned a 
letter that the town received 
from an abutter of the proj- 
ect. 

Planning Board Chair 
Terri Boland mentioned a 
concern shared by resi- 
dents about what could be 
done to prevent the develop- 
er from connecting Birch 
Street and March Road. 
Gingrich mentioned that 
the town was aware of the 
desire of the. abutters to 
keep these two streets from 
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connecting. She said that 
the DPW would provide 
comments on the sidewalks 
and width of the roadway, 
among other items. 

Boland asked why they’d 
leave the road only 24 feet 
wide. Newhouse replied that 
the narrower street may 
discourage speeding, and 
widening the street may not 
be necessary if they’re not 
connecting to March Road. 

Boland also shared the 
questions from the con- 
cerned abutter who wrote to 
the Planning Board, includ- 
ing questions about town 
water, stormwater drainage, 
and the responsibilities that 
the developer would have to 
the abutters. 

Planning Board Member 
Sean Hennigan asked if the 
fire department had issues 
with the proposed turn- 
around. Newhouse respond- 
ed that the applicant be- 
lieved they could provide 
public safety access while 
avoiding a cul-de-sac and a 
cut through onto March 


Road. 

Another resident wonder- 
ed how they would respond 
if the fire department re- 
quired or preferred the cut- 
through in order to access 
the street best. Boland pro- 
posed the board would for- 
ward any comments that 
the fire department brings. 

Roy answered a question 
from Randi Holland to say 
that the seven new units 
would connect to town wa- 
ter. 

Residents who spoke up 
during the meeting ex- 
pressed concerns about 
drainage and tree removal. 
The first commenter noted 
that there would need to be 
a lot of fill brought in for fix- 
ing the street grade, believ- 
ing the drop to be up to 15 
feet in certain locations. 
Roy explained that they’d 
raise each section different 
amounts as necessary ac- 
cording to the grading plan. 

They also asked why town 
sewer wasn’t an option in 
the area, to which Gingrich 


replied that only specific 
districts can hook up to 
town sewer in order to 
replenish the water supply. 
A few residents mentioned 
the 50-foot buffer of trees 
between March Road and 
Birch Street which they 
thought might be cut down. 
They referenced a previous 
plan where the attorneys 
agreed that the tree line 
would not be cut into. 
However, after clarifying 
that the referenced agree- 
ment was with previous 
representation, all the civic 
engineer could promise in 
this project proposal was 
the street improvements 
would be kept as far from 
the right of way as possible. 
Another resident won- 
dered whether construction 
vehicles could potentially 
block street access and 
why the project would in- 
clude so many new proper- 
ties. 

Regarding stormwater, 
residents feared that the 
construction on_ Birch 
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Street would cause damage 
and lead more water onto 
surrounding streets. Boland 
mentioned a requirement of 
the Planning Board to 
make sure that each project 
wouldn’t lead any stormwa- 
ter off of the site. 

“They can’t create any 
new problems,” he said. 

Roy explained that the site 
doesn’t have any catch 
basins currently, but adding 
these would keep water 
from being displaced onto 
other properties. 

“Runoff can’t go any- 
where off the site of the 
development,” agreed New- 
house. 

He also assured residents 
that more answers would be 
provided about the storm- 
water as the permit goes 
through the review process 
by the board and the town 
engineer. 

The public hearing for 
this proposal was continued 
to next month’s meeting on 
Sept. 13. 
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
